The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  lov/a  Unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agri cijI ture ,     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  DeToartrnent  of 
Agriculture  v/orking  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  State So 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  dem?jnds  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  coionty, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.    Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  availa"ble 
da.ta  for  each  coionty  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assem'bled  such  infonua- 
tion  at  considera'ble  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  "being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Sco- 
noraics  and  Statistics  projects.     Tliis  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Vjork  Projects  Administration.  Olficial 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25   '^iid  27. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
lov/a  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publico.tion  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  "onder  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
vrould  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete,

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IOWA  AGRICULiUSAL  STATISTICS  -  SAC  COUNTY 

Sac  County  was  established  in  1851  and  named  for  the  Sac  Indians.  The 
first  settler  on  record  was  Otho  Williams  from  Michigan,  who,  in  1854,  located 
in  the  southeast  comer  of  the  county  on  the  Horth  Raccoon  River.     This  loc- 
ation became  known  as  Sig  Grove,     '."illiams  cleared  a  farm  in  the  woods,  al- 
though thousands  of  acres  of  fertile  prairie  surrounded  the  grove  on  all  sides. 
He  lived  here  two  years,  sold  out  and  moved  farther  west,  declaring  that  "folks 
was  gittin'  too  thick  ro\andyere."    Nevertheless,  other  settlers  soon  came  to 
various  parts  of  the  county  and  on  the  4th  of  July,  1855  a  county-seat  toTO  vvas 
laid  out  on  the  banks  of  the  Raccoon  River  and  named  Sac  City.     The  county  was 
not  formally  organized,  however,  until  the  7th  of  April,  1856,     1/  settle- 
ment of  the  county  was  extremely  slow  for  many  years.     The  nearest  post  office 
was  Jort  Dodge  50  miles  to  the  east,  and  the  nearest  satisfactory  trading  center 
was  Des  Moines,  150  miles  away.     The  Indians  were  a  constant  menace,  timber  for 
fuel  was  scarce — necessitating  the  burning  of  corn — and  wild  deer  destroyed  the 
crops*    All  these  factors  resulted  in  reducing  the  population  to  fewer  numbers 
in  7  years  than  it  had  at  the  time  of  its  organization.     But,  with  the  coming 
of  the  railroads,  the  population  began  to  increase  rapidly.    One  road  passed 
through  the  southwest  part  of  the  county  in  1877,  on  which  Odebolt  wa.s  built, 
and  another,  from  Carroll  to  Sioux  City,  passed  through  Sac  City  in  1880.  2/ 

Odebolt  is  known  as  the  popcorn  center  of  the  world.     Three  nationally 
known  popcorn  companies  are  located  here.    Also,  the  Adams  Ranch,  omied.  for 
more  than  35  years  by  the  late  W.  P.  Adams,  covers  6,400  acres  southwest  of 
Odebolt,     This  ranch  employs  over  100  men  in  ohe  growing  season,  has  its  ovm 
water  and  fire  hydrant  systems,  2  elevators,  a  mess  hall,  and  a  dormitory  for 
the  men.  3/ 

Area 

Sac  County  is  24  miles  square,  embracing  574  square  miles  4/,  or  367,360 
acres.    Of  this  number,  359,316  a.cres  are  listed  as  farm  land.  5/    'The  northern 
tier  of  townships  are  set  off  three  miles  to  the  west  because  of  the  correction 
line  that  forms  the  northern  boundary  of  toTOship  88,    There  are  15  townships 
in  the  county.     It  ranks  twenty-ninth  in  point  of  size  in  the  state;  Green 
County  has  the  same  area. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Sac  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land. 
The  drift  soils  cover  47.8  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Clarion 
loams — 27,4  percent,  Vfebster  loams — 19.7  percent,  Pierce  sandy  loam — 0.3  per- 
cent, Dickinson  sandy  loam — 0.3  percent  and  Lindley  loam — 0.1  percent.  The 
loess  soil  covers  37.2  percent  of  the  county;  the  same  type  is  che  Marshall 
silt  loam.     The  terrace  soils  cover  4.0  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into 
O'Neill  loam — 1.7  percent,  Waukesha  loams — 0.9  percent,  Judson  silt  loam — 0.7

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percent,  Bremer  silty  clay  loam — 0.4  percent,  and  Fargo  silty  clay  loam — 0.3 
percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-lands  cover  10.9  percent  of  the  surface  and  are 
divided  into  Yabash  loams — 8.5  percent,  Lamoure  silty  clay  loam — 1.5  percent, 
Cass  fine  sandy  loam— n.i  percent,  ueat  and  muck — 0.8  percent,  and  gravel  pits — 
0.1  percent,  6/ 

Topography 

In  topography,  Sac  County  presents  two  distinct  pictures  in  the  eastern 
and  V7estern  parts.     The  eastern  half  is  a  level  or  gently  undulating  drift 
plain,  cut  "by  two  large  streams,  the  Raccoon  River  and  Cedar  Creek.     The  trit)- 
utaries  of  these  rivers  are  short  and  erosion  has  not  developed  extensively. 
The  western  half  is  a  loess  covered  rolling  plain  with  the  drainage-ways  pen- 
etrating to  all  parts  of  the  area.     Erosion  and  weathering  have  rounded  the 
divides  separating  the  streams  into  gentle  slopes.     An  exception  to  this  occurs 
in  the  southwestern  part  along  the  Boyer  River  where  the  slopes  are  steep  and 
the  valleys  are  more  V-shaped,     In  the  central  western  part  of  the  county  the 
slopes  are  long  and  gentle  and  t-he  valleys  are  U-shaped.     The  prevailing  slope 
of  the  county  is  to  the  south  and  east.     The  eastern  half  drains  into  the  Des 
Moines  F.iver  system  and  the  v/estern  half  into  the  Missouri  system,  7/ 

Climate 

The  10-year  average  temperature  (1930-1939  incl.)  of  Sac  County  was  46,2 
degrees.     The  61-year  average  precipitation  (1869-1930)  was  30.19  inches,  and 
the  growing  season,  "between  the  average  killing  frost  dates  of  r/iay  3  and  October 
3,  was  153  days  for  34  years  (1896-1930).  8/ 

Population 

The  earliest  census  figures  ..Iven  for  this  county  (1856)   list  251  in- 
habitants, but  little,  if  any,  growth  y;as  shovm  -ontil  the  late  1860 's.  The 
1870  population  was  1,411,  but  from  that  time  forward  the  county  has  enjoyed 
a  substantial  growth.     Tlae  ntuiiber  of  inhabitants  has  been  around  17,000  since 
19'^'^,     It  has  a  density  of  31  persons  per  square  mile,  as  com;nared  with  the 
state  density  of  44.     The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  at 
I'^-j'ear  enumerations:

The  foreign  born  and  native  white  of  foreign  horn  or  mixed  parentage  was 
6,724  in  1930,  or  38.1  percent  of  the  total  popalation.     Of  this  n-uunher,  those 
of  German  descent  had  3,337  and  the  Swedes  had  940.    Other  nationalities  had 
rather  small  representations.  IZj 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  nine  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
co'ont.y — five  elevators,  one  creamery,  one  petroleum  plant,  one  merchandise 
establishment  and  one  lumber  yard. 

As  a  whole,   they  had  1,456  members  of  which  1,236  were  active,  and  3,300 
persons  did  business  with  the  nine  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  vol"ume  of  S400,S09  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 
$188,464  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  14/ 

Fruit 

There  y;ere  60,216  apple  trees  and  a  crop  of  90,236  bushels  reported  in 
19^9,  but  in  1934  there  were  only  6,484  trees  and  1,839  oushels  listed. 
Peaches  have  never  been  of  any  consequence.     Plums  had  their  largest  listing 
in  1894  when  19,859  trees  producing  3,605  bushels  were  reported.     The  largest 
nunber  of  cherry  trees,  5,437,  was  reported  in  19^9,  but  the  largest  crop,  --.-40 
bushels,  was  listed  in  1934r     The  largest  n-amber  of  grajpe  vines,  18,189  was 
reported  in  1894,  but  these  yielded  only  6,653  pounds  of  grapes.     In  19^9,  7,405 
vines  produced  a  record  of  42,339  pounds  of  grapes.  15/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  lireakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  com,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  com  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
v/hich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  "by  the  yield  (derived 
"by  dividing  total  "bushels  com  husked  oy  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to 
suTimations  of  individual  farm  productions  shorn  as  husked.     This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  "both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  "because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield. 
'This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked 
and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  toTOship  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shovm  by 
tomship  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shorn,  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utili zationso     The  county  yield  and  tomship  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.
